The iVyear-otd asMsiant scout 
muster of a local Boy Scout troop has 
been urresifcd and charged in oh m te- 
non with the alleged sexual moiesta- 
iion of (wo teenage boys, police re- 
port td. 

William S. Cummlngs, of £ast 
Muwihorae Street, was Arretted yea- 
ivfday afieinoon after being ques- 
tioned by detectives (torn the Tucson 
Police Department's child sexual ex* 
pollution una. 

Cummtngs wui booked into the 
Rma County Jail on suspicion o( two 
counts ot child molesting and one 
count each of sexual conduct with i 



minor, sexual assault and sexual 
abuse. 

Ho bond was set until a hearing 
scheduled to be held today. 

According to police reports, the al- 
leged molestations took place "over a 
period of years" and Involved a IJ- 
ycar-old and a 14-year-old boy. 

One of the youths knew Cummlngs 
through Scout activities, and the 
other was a newspaper carrier, ac- 
cording to a pohce report. 

Cummings was charged after one 
of the boys reported the alleged inci- 
dents to his parents, who called po- 
hce on Monduy, officer* said.

Ex-Scout leader gets 
15% years in molesting

A 46-year-old former Boy 
Scout leader was sentenced yes- 
terday to 153,-; years in prison for 
molesting three boys. 

William S. Cummings was 
convj'cted by a jury last month 
on five counts each of sexual 
conduct with a minor and child 
molestation after the three — 
two 13-year-olds and a 14-year- 
old — testified about "skinny- 
dipping" and watching porno- 
graphic movies at Cummings' 
home. 

The jury also found Cum- 
mings, an assistant scoutmaster 
ai the time, not guilty of six re* 
lated charges and couid net 
reacn a verdict on two other 
counts. 

*i would like the opportunity 
to retum to society as' a usefU 
and productive citizen/* Cum- 
m:r.«y told Superior Court Judge 
Robert 0. Royiston before the 
sentence. Cummings asked thar 
Royiston #ve him the minimum 
sentence on each of the counts, 
telling him he was "truly sorry'* 
for tne :r:c:den:s and that "he 
would "never associate mvseif 
with an individual or grouo 



under 40 years old." 

Cummings was arrested last 
August when parents of a news- 
paper carrier went to police 
after their son reported an inci- 
dent with Cummings. A subse- 
quent indictment charged Cum- 
mings with molesting three 
youths, including a scout, from 
May 1982 to August 1983. 

Deputy County Attorney Mi- 
chael Lange told jurors Cum- 
mings had a "pool rule" that 
youngsters couid swim in his 
yard only in the nude, and that 
they were encouraged to remain 
nude while in his house. 

One youth later attempted sui- 
cide, explaining that he couldn't 
"handle" the wings Cummings 
had done to him, Lange said. 
The youth now is in a residential 
treatment home. 

For the 10 counts on which he 
was convicted, Cummings was 
sentenced to six seven-year 
terms, three 10^-year terms 
and one 15% year term, ail to be 
served concurrently. 

Cummings must serve at least 
two-thirds of the sentence before 
becoming eligible for parole, 
I^Dge said.

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Ex-scoutmaster guilty 
in molestation case

A former assistant scoutmaster 
of a Tucson Boy Scout- troop was 
convicted „of 10 counts of sexual 
conduct with a minor and child mo- 
lestation yesterday. One of his vic- 
tims, a Scout, reportedly attempted 
suicide after the incidents* 

A Pima County Superior Court . 
jury deliberated for more than a 
day before convicting William S. 
Cummings, 46. 

Youths testified about pornogra- 
phic movies shown to teen-agers at 
Cummings' East Side home and 
skinny-dipping in Cummings 1 pool. 

The jury convicted the former 
federal government employee of 
five counts of sexual conduct with a 
minor under 15 and five counts of 
molestation with a child. Cum- 
mings, who was taken into custody 
after the jurors returned the ver- 
dict, faces 14 to 28 years In prison 
when Superior Court Judge Robert 
Roylston sentences him on June 5. 

The jury, which found Cummings 
not guilty of six related charges 
and could not reach a verdict on 
two other counts, praised the boys 
who testified for their honesty, said 
Deputy County Attorney Michael 
Lange. 



Cummings was arrested last Au- 
gust when parents of a newspaper 
carrier went to the police after 
their son reported an incident with 
Cummings. A subsequent indict- 
ment charged Cummings with mo- 
lesting three youths — two 13-year- 
olds and a 14-year-old — from May - 
1982 to August 1983. 

In closing arguments, Lange said- \ 
Cummings- "picked" youths who j 
came from broken homes and 
craved attention, including one 13- 
year-old boy who later attempted 
suicide and now is in a residential 
treatment home. 

"I couldn't handle it anymore. I 
couldn't handle the things that Bill 
had done to me and 1 couldn't un- 
derstand it," Lange quoted the 
youth as saying. 

Cummings had a "pool rule" of 
nude swimming, he told youths, ac- 
cording to testimony. 

But Cummings testified that he 
didn't encourage or discourage 
skinny-dipping in his pool and de- 
nied showing pornographic films to 
the youths. He denied having any 
sexual conduct with the youths, 
saying that he was recovering from 
health problems during the time 
the youths said they were mo- 
lested. 
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
